Madrid, January 15. 

HE Day of the King’s Departure is not 

yet fix'd, but the Preparations for it are 

aliactt finifh’d, and his Houfhold was 

paid Yefterday in Order to their attend- 

ing him. A great Number of Caralo- 
nian Lords and Gentlemen are acr:v’d here, having 
chofen rather to abandon their Eftates, than fub- 
mit to the Enemy; and his Majeiiy has order’d Re- 
compences to be given them proportionable to their 
Loyalty and Services. Don baltazar Montenar, Bi- 
fhop of Vic was the firft, the King has fetled upon 
him an annual Penfion of 2000 Ducats, whica is to 
be paid him our of the confifcatec or fequeftred E- 
ftates in Caftile ; and has befides recommended to 
the Councils of the Chamber and of Italy, that he 
may be prefented co the firft vacant Abbey or con- 
fiderable Sinecure in his Majefty’s Nomination. His 
Majefty hzs beitow’s Benefices, Penfions, Employ- 
ments, or Reverfions on all the reft that have aban- 
don'd their Coursey out of Zeal for his Service. 
The Count de Saat Iftevan de Gormaz Viceroy of 
Arragon, havine «csiv’d a Letter, in which Don 
Jofeph Grimale> hank'd him in his Majefty’s Name 
for the Of/>;s ae iad nade as well for himfelf as on

his Facher, Viceroy of Naples, of Artillery and other 
Affiftance to be employ’d in reducing Valencia, has 
written agen to offer his Majefty whatever he has 


on his Lands and Lordthips on the Frontier of the” 


Kingdom of Valencia, to be employ’u as long as 
the: War fhall laft, for the Service of the King, the 
Kingdom, and the Catholick Religion. We have 
Advice from the Frontier, that the Troops which 
have entred Valencia by the Way of Riquena, have 
been joyn’d by 2 Body. of the regular Forces of 
Caftile, and that feveral Gentlemen have join’d them 
as Volunteers, with as many of their Vaffals as they 
could draw together. The Marquisde Balde Guer- 
rero hag diftingnith’d bimfelf, by repairing from San- 
Clemente to the King’s Troops, and caufing 3000 
Bufhels of Corn to be brought to the Camp, giving 
it for their Subfiftance. The Count de las Tout 
being advanc’d to San-Matheo, met with fome Re- 
fiftarce there, becaufe the Rebels that had fortified 
themfelves in it, had Intelligence that 800 Miquelets 
and 200 Horfe were coming by the Way of the 
Mountains to afift them. Don Antonio d’ Amezaga 
caus’d the Regiment of the Orders ‘to march that 
Way, and plac’d fome Troops of. Navarre in Am- 
buth in adjacent Olive-Gardens. Then he march’d 
with the Guards, and having found the Enemy, de- 
feared them after a pretty obftinare Fight, in which 
they loft:.400 Men, 40 Horfes, and 1 Standard, 
Thofe that efcap'd out of the Action, fell into the 
Ambuth of the Troops of Navarre, and: were fur- 


rounded: by! the Piguet of the Horfe, who kill'd all 


of them, bur 8 to whom they gave Quarter. After 


this, Don Antonio d’ Amezaga fiez’d fome Magazines 


of Corn which the Rebels had laid up in feveral 
Places, and which were a feafonable Supply for the 
Troops. “The Count de las Torres order’da Mine 
ro be wade to blow up the Wall of San-Matheo, but 
we-hear the great Floods retarded that Work.

Chiva, 4 Leagues from Valencia, with 200 Horfe 
of the revolted Regiment of Neboth,450 other Horfe, 
a Body of Militia, and 6 pieces of Wannon ; Don 
Antonio del Valle baving Intelligence of their march, 
fent out 40 Guards to gera View oi them, who 
prefently found them. The Officer thar commanded 
them, order’d one of them to ride full {peed to Don 
Antonio del Valle for Affiftance, and in the mean 
time the remaining 39 itvod the firft Shock of the 
Catalans with {o great Bravery, that being {upported 
by 20 Guards, and 4o ochers taking the Enemy in 
Flank, they put them to Flight : 30 Men of the 
faid Regiment of Neboth were kill’d, among them 
a Kinfman of Baffet’s : 18 others were taken Pri- 
foncis, among them one of his Nephews, and 20 
Horfes were taken. The reft retir’d with \’reci ira- 
tion to Valencia, where they caus’d a great Con- 
fternation. Several Parties detach u by Dou Antonio 
dei Valie, have beaten thofe of the Enemy thar made 
Excurfions about the Country ; and pave taken 
fome Prifoners and feveral Horles. ‘he laft Letters 
from Arragon import, that the Enemy have aban- 
don’d Fraga, after having plunder’d it, disfigur’d 
an Image of the Virgin, and thrown into the Ri- 
ver confecrated Wafers ; which ‘tis fuppos’d was 
done by fome of the Englith or Dutch. ‘ihe Mar- 
fhal de Thefle is gone from Pina to Belbaftro to 
view the Situation of the Country and the Paflages ; 
and has given order for providing Boats, to follow 
the Army, for making Bridges: A great Number of 
them are making arSaragofla. 600 Walloons arriv’d 
from Brance, have pa{s’d by Pampelona. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated February 5. 
Madrid, Jan. 19. The King’s Departure for Arra- 
gon appears to be uncertain, till the Difficulties thar 
retarded it are remov'd: In the mean Time ’tis given 
out, that the Queen has at length confented to take 
the Regency upon her during the King’s Abfence, 
ovided M. Amelot the French Ambaiflador, be al- 
ow’d ro affift her with his Counfels : ’Tis likewile 
talk’d, that the Count d’Aguilar the Father, has pro- 
mis’d to attend the King into the Field as Prefident 
of Arragon, as has alfo_S. de Grimaldo as Secretary 
of the Difpatches: But moft of the other Grandees 
perfift to excufe themfelves from attending his Ma- 
jefty ; which makes the Court very uneafy. We 
have Advice that the Count de las Torres having 
drawn together moft of the Troops that are in the 
Kingdom of Valencia, to march againft the Male- 
contents ; began by burning the Town of Cati, and 
fome other Places that made Refiftance: Then he 
advanc’d to the Town of San Martheo, and caus’d is 
to be attack’d with Vigour, tho’ withour Cannon, 
and the Inhabitants deferded themfeves very brave- 
ly ; this gave Time to 800 Miquelets and 200 Horfe

againft them, and, ’tis given our they were defeates 
and difpers’d. Notwithftanding which, the Inhabi- 
tants of San Mazheo continuing to defend themielves

* form us, that the Archduke having affembled the E- 


{tates of the Principality of Catalonia, had prevail'd 
with them to confent to the raifing of 6000 Men Re- 
gular Troops for his Defence ; of which the Deputa- 
tion was to furnifh 1000, the City of Barcelona a 
like Number, and the other 4000 were to be rais'd 
by the othe: Towns and Communities. When thefe 
Levies were begun, Miquelets enow offer'd them- 
felves to ferve afcer their Mannct ; but would not 
lift into the Regimens, and refus'd co fubmit to any 
Difcipline. The Marthal de Theffe was at Candai- 
nos 4 Leagues from Frage, having view’d the Fron- 
tiers and the principal Paffages. He waited for the 
Artillery and the reft of the Troops that are on the 
March to joyn him. Orders have been fent for pro- 
viding Quarters for a Body of 5000 Men that are 
coming from France, by feveral Paflages of the Moun- 
tains. The Letters of the t4ch import, that the Mar- 
thal de Thee had derach’d rowards Tortofa 5 Men 
of each Company of all che Troops that were arriv‘d, 
with a Pieces of Cannon and « Mortar, in Order to 
cut off al] rhe Communication the Rebels that are in 
Valencia have with the Catalonians. The Van of 
thar Detachment being arriv’d at Trefueda, met a 
Party of 400 Miquelers, who ftood prepar'd to dif- 
pure their pailing through a Ravine or Follow Way: 
"The Officer thar commanded, caus'd thole Trogps to 
make a Morion, as if they were retiring, which en- 
creas'd the Enemy’s Boldnefs, fo that they purfued 
them in Dilorder. Bur the Troops immediately re- 
turning to the Charge, totally defeated them. They 
were purfued ro the Village, where having an In- 
trenchment they made a very brisk Fire ; but were 
forc’d in 4 Places, and almoft all put to the Sword. 
Our Troops had like Succefs at Nonafpe, tho’ the 
Rebels had 3 Yntrenchmenrs there, which were car- 
ried Sword in Hand ; and thofe that efcap’d, took 
Refuge in a Church, where they are kept befieg’d. 
The King’s Troops have driven the Rebels out of Ba+ 
tia and {ome other Places firuare on the Road to the 
Bridge of Tortofa. We have likewife Intelligence, 
that Baffec after he was defeated near Chiva, retir’d 
into the Terrirory of the City of Valencia, and thar 
the People having mutinied againft him, had oblig’d 
him to draw together all the Miquelets and Miltia 
he could, co maintain himielf there : Notwithftand- 
ing which, 2 2d Commotion had happen’d, which 
had made him refolve to pillage the faid Territory 
and retire. The rith the Marquis de Pozoblanco 
arriv’d with bis Regiment at Segorbe, and was to 
joyn the Count de las Torres the next Day. The 
Duke de Popoli arriv’d the rath at Requena ; and 
with the Puke of Arcos and the Troops that were 
landed at Carbonera, was to joyn the Detachment 
of Guards that was 2: Chiva, and repair to the Bo- 
dy commanded by thé Counc de las Torres, who the 
igth was at Moncada within a League of Valencia. 
The Rebels of thar Ciry, feat a Detachment to Ali- 
tant, hoping the Inbabitants would open their Gates 
to them, bar the Detachment finding Refiftance, 
block’d up cthac Place. The Bithhop of Murcia and 
the Bilhop of Oribuela having drawn together 5000 
Men, cosfi‘ting partly of new rais’d Troops partly 
of Militia, atcack’d them in their Intreqchments, put 
them co Flight afer having kil’d a great Number 
of them, and were rnrfuing che reft. |

Perpignan, Jan. 20. Letters from Pina of the

Paris, Feb. 1. The Count de Touloufe’s Equi- 
page is gone from hence for Toulon ; and the Off- 
cers of his Houfhold are to go to Morrow by-ahe 
Lyons Coach. Men are working hard to fit out the 
Squadron the Count is to command, which ’tis faid 
will confit of 30 Men of War and Frigates. A 
great Number of Bombs is likewife getting ready, 
and ‘tis given out they will be made ute of in bom- 
barding Barcelona: This Squadron is defign’d to 
fecure the Coafts of Spain, and intercept, if poffible;

in Catalonia. Some Men of War are alfo fitting ouc 
in the Ports of the Ocean, to be fent into the Me- 
diterranean. All the Sea-Officers that were inthis 
City are gone. M. de Legal Lieutenant General, 
continues here, waiting for Orders for the Troops 
that are to march isto Roufillon and Spain,: where 
they cannot arrive ull the Beginning of next Mopth., 
An extraordinary Courier is arrivd feom the Mar- 
fhal de Thedfe, difpatch’d by him the 20th of laft 
Month from the Camp at Cafpe ; and has broughe. 
the King Advice, that the Earl of Peterborough was 
on the March witha Body of Englith and Durch 
Troops and Miquelets, to reinforce the Maleconrents 
of the Kingdom of Valencia; and that thereupon 
the Marihal had likewife put himfelf on the Marcti 
with 16 Bartallions and 9 Squadrons of French 
Troops, to reinforce the Count de las Torres: $e 
that we expect to heat of a great Action.
